FAILS IN ROUMANIA 


(By the Associated Tress) 
BUCHAREST.— Roumania is fac­ 
ing an exceptional problem in deal­ 
ing with the high cost of living, 
which is unusual in an agricultur­ 
al country, amply capable of sup­ 
plying its own people and export­ 
ing large amounts of foodstuffs. 
It was hoped to solve this prob­
